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BUILDING CONTRACTS OF LOCAL AUTHORITIES 


HE Royal Institute of Public Administration has now issued the Report* 

of its Study Group into administrative methods of dealing with building 
contracts—a group, chaired by Sir Parker Morris, all of whose members are 
sufficiently well known in the industry to command respect for their observa- 
tions and findings. 

In the first paragraph of the preface attention is focused upon ‘the exces- 
sive administrative skill and time consumed in checking and counterchecking 
final accounts’ and one is indebted to a County Treasurer for this opening 
comment which sets the pattern followed by the group in formulating its 
observations and recommendations. To the architect, the quantity surveyor 
and the builder much contained in this report is elementary, almost platitu- 
dinous, but it is to be hoped that it will be read inquisitively by local authority 
Councillors as corporate employers and by members of local authority staffs 
who, though steeped in figures and finance, may not be conversant with the 
complex nature of a building project and its accompanying contractual 
obligations. 

Taken by and large, the Report is a plea properly to plan the job and to 
eliminate variations, thus making the final account less complex and less 
voluminous; it is not an attempt to justify the intervention of the Financial 
Officer to deal with certain matters of contract for which the employer has 
engaged the professional services of architect and quantity surveyor. The 
Report sets out clearly and concisely valuable recommendations of sound 
practice and procedure and warnings of pitfalls to be avoided during the 
pre-tender stages, and also lays stress throughout on the serious disruption 
caused by variations made after the building project has been approved and a 
building contract let. In several clauses reference is made to this vexed 
problem of variations and to the disorganisation and delay they cause, but it 
should also be mentioned that these variations often involve the builder in 
loss and expense much of which it is difficult for him to recover. 


As stated earlier, this Report arises out of present procedure and practice 
of agreeing and settling final accounts. Section 7 deals with this matter in 
some detail and, in spite of what may be said to the contrary, it is difficult 
to avoid the impression that the local authority Financial Officer considers 
himself to be in a better position than his professional colleagues the architect 
and the quantity surveyor to satisfy the employer that he is getting value for 
money and paying money for value. For instance, in Clause 64 it is stated 
that Financial Officers claim that in making a check ‘it brings to light 
differences of interpretation of contract provisions.’ It is submitted that the 
parties named in the contract document are by training, experience and practice 
much better able to interpret the spirit and intent of the contract and to 
ensure that the final amount of the account, having regard to all the circum- 
stances of the contract from beginning to end, is a fair and reasonable one. 


Mention is made of the First Report of the Local Government Manpower 
Committee which states inter alia that the financial staff “may be able on 
occasions to detect points arising from financial provisions of contract which 
the technical staff concerned might excusably overlook.’ If a financial pro- 
vision in a contract is too obscure for the architect and the quantity surveyor

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to interpret, one wonders if the builder is to be considered more prescient 
than they—or have we here a Gilbertian situation encouraging a game of 
Catch-as-catch-can? 

Except for the arithmetical checking of the account, the audit procedure 
followed by many financial officers according to Clause 66 would appear to 
duplicate the work of the quantity surveyor, whereas the procedure (mentioned 
in Clause 67) of at least one Public Authority which restricts its check to basic 
financial matters ensuring that there is authority for expenditure incurred, is 
to be commended as the proper function of audit in the case of all building 
contracts where architect and quantity surveyor are engaged—be they in private 
practice or on the local authority staff. 

In their concluding remarks the Study Group puts in a very strong plea 
to secure wider adherence to the best administrative and professional practices 
necessary to ensure for building projects the smooth and efficient administra- 
tion which was interfered with by the advent of war. In other words it is 
saying: ‘let us get back to good sound normal practice where the architect 
is engaged for the specific purpose of designing, organising and managing a 
building project, and let him have the trust and confidence of his employer, 
which is no less than his due, in order that he may carry out the job efficiently, 
economically and with due despatch.’ 

Finally, should any other system be advocated, who checks the counter- 
checking of the checkers, and who pays for checking the checking of the 
checkers? 


NOT SO TECHNICAL INFORMATION 


NNOUNCING the awards for the Manufacturers’ Trade and Technical 

Literature Competition, sponsored jointly by the RIBA and the Build- 
ing Centre, the assessors felt enabled to state that the entries were of a higher 
standard than in 1957. This is indeed encouraging, and is due in no small 
part to the concept of this competition, whose objects are to encourage just 
such an improvement. Although the value of this competition is undisputed, 
there has been a good deal of criticism on the part of architects who regard 
the standard set as being too low, and partly by manufacturers who are 
mystified as to what constitutes good literature. 


There are obvious dangers in setting standards too high—on the other hand. 
there is an implication in setting a low standard that the recipient of an award 
is lulled into the idea that no further improvement is required. From the 
industry’s point of view, however, it is obviously wrong that the almost 
universal omission of information on cost, methods of ordering and avenues 
of supply should go unmarked; in the main even the date of publication is 
missing. There are also clear indications that the value of brevity is not fully 
appreciated and that the Building Industry scans its technical information 
rather than reads it. These two latter facts, when properly understood, produce 
remarkable effects on the design of the literature. It is points like these and 
the competition’s failure to make them clear, even after a close appraisal of 
the entries, that has given rise to much of the current criticism. 


Springing from this confusion. there is a common opinion held among manu- 
facturers that architects are not agreed on what they require of technical 
information. This opinion is the result of the manufacturer, keen on measuring 
the reaction to a new publication, instructing his representatives to collect 
opinions; the representative corners the busy architect in his office and gets, 
not surprisingly, a snap answer. Comparison of these answers at leisure tends 
to show what appears to be disagreement. Given a little more time to con- 
sider their replies, it is quite surprising the unanimity that in fact does exist 
between architects, builders, quantity surveyors and, in fact, everybody in the 
building industry. The competition is ideally placed to help resolve these 
misunderstandings and the fact that it is failing to do so is creating resistance 
from both sides of the industry. The sponsors would do well to consider what 
they can do about it. 


The solution may, perhaps lie in following the annual presentation with an 
impersonal critique of the type familiar to architectural students. This tech- 
nique aims to feature both the good and bad points of literature design with 
the use of a detailed commentary. It should not seek to say directly why one 
received an award and why one did not. Handled in a friendly and construc- 
tive manner, it could do much to promote good relations by bringing out the 
ways in which literature is used, how its design should be approached in order 
to avoid the more common criticisms, and most important of all, it should lead 
directly to a rapid improvement in the general standard of trade and technical 
literature. 
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Notes of the Week 


Motorway Amenity 


HE Minister of Transport has shut 
the door firmly on the RIBA’s pro- 
posal that he should draw the attention 
of the Committees which are to be set up 
in a number of the larger cities to study 
the planning of new motorways in buiit- 
up areas, to the advantages of including 
skilled architects in their memberships. 
Mr. Watkinson has said, 1n effect, that it 
is not proposed to give directions on the 
constitution of the Committees, but to 
leave it to the local authorities concerned. 
This prim reply is unhelpful and hardly 
worthy of a Minister who once had the 
advantage of being on the staff of an 
architectural paper! No one suggested 
that he should give directions, only that 
he might offer advice. How much such 
advice is needed is obvious from even « 
cursory look at the Preston motorway! 
[he RIBA Council is not to be inactive, 
however, and is to make representations 
to the city authorities who are in process 
of setting up study groups; the attention 
of the Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government and the Royal Fine Art 
Commission is also to be drawn to what 
is a major amenity matter. The city 
authorities will, we shall hope, lend a 
responsive ear. 


Industry in Conference 


St. EDMUND HALL, Oxford, has prob- 
ably not had a keener lot of students 
than those who assembled there last week- 
end for the conference arranged by the 
Southern Counties Consultative Commit- 
tee of Architects and Builders. If some 
of these students were rather long in the 
tooth, the explanation is that they com- 
prised about 50 distinguished architects, 
quantity surveyors and builders all of 
whom had been nominated by the 
Southern Counties branches of the RIBA, 
the RICS and the National Federation 
All had one aim in common, to discover 
if they could, ways and means of uniting 
their efforts as members of the building 
team with the object of giving better 
service to the public. 

The conference, one gathers, was an 
unqualified success, in part due to the 
Setting, in part to principal speakers who 
mixed in a good deal of light-heartedness 
with their serious subjects, in part to 
the splendid chairmanship of Mr. Peter 
Corsar and unobtrusive staff work by Mr. 
Gerdes and his assistants, and especially 
to the delegates who contributed to the 
discussions. Not even the plumbing, 
almost as old, it seems, as the College's 
600 years, could destroy the magnificent 
team spirit that was built up. Great sup- 
porting work was put in by the College 
servants. 

+ * + 

ANY CONFERENCE which can call upon 
speakers such as Mr. Grenfell Baines, Mr. 
Rex Procter and Mr. D. H. McMorran 
can depend on getting wit as well as 
wisdom. This one certainly got both in 
full measure and the note of cheerful 
purpose communicated itself to the dele- 
gates so that much of the discussion was 
of a very high order. Communications 
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between the various sides of the team 
and Education of quantity surveyors and 
builders as well as architects were the 
two main themes, and the conference 
was unanimous in agreeing that both 
must be improved, and nearly unanimous 
about the methods for securing such 
change. It is not to be expected that 
spoken contributions should produce 
much that is new to men in the pro- 
fessions under review, but their value lies 
in the fact that delegates hear the candid 
views of the other partners which are 
sometimes news to them. A report which 
we shall give next week will give an indi- 
cation of this value. 

Conferences such as this are now 
becoming a part, and an important part, 
of the work of the Joint Consultative 
Committees. They must be continued 
and multiplied. 


Architectural Accolades 


THE *‘ BACK OF THE HAND’ which the 
students of the Royal College of Art have 
shown to certain London buildings that 
have incurred their displeasure is cer- 
tainly a novel means of art criticism. It 
wastes neither paper nor ink, and has 
considerable effectiveness, though the 
critical process can hardly be called a 
reasoned one. It would be interesting in 
fact to know how the selection process is 
carried on, and how many black balls 
qualify. 

The ‘ Anti-Ugly Action Society’ pro- 
poses to carry the process of peripatetic 
persiflage further; during their walks 
round London wreaths are to be laid on 
sites where schemes which meet with their 
approval have come to nothing; among 
these is the Barbican. Heaithy exercise 
in every sense. But in the City, to which 
they are reputedly to turn their attention, 
the Society may be busy; they are not 
likely to run out of wreaths. 


Architects and Engineers 

THE JOINT DISCUSSION EVENING which 
is to be opened by Mr. Jefferiss Mathews 
and Mr. Ove Arup at the Civil Engineers 
on January 20 should be of great interest, 
even to those diehards who still feel that 
there is little need for collaboration 
between architects and engineers on build- 
ing projects. Something constructive 
should come from this meeting, and every 
architect who can should be present. 


IUA Moscow Congress 


Tue UK Committee of the IUA (Inter- 
national Union of Architects) at their last 
meeting agreed to arrange an evening of 
talks on the Moscow Congress. This 
meeting has now been arranged for 
Thursday, January 8, at 6 p.m. A buffet 
tea will be served beforehand from 5.30. 
The President will be in the chair. 

Briefly, the programme will be as fol- 
lows: Professor Robert H. Matthew will 
lead off by talking about the IUA, after 
which a student of the Architectural Asso- 
ciation will describe the Students’ Con- 
gress held concurrently in Leningrad. Mr 
A. W. Cleeve Barr will then talk on his 
impressions of the state of architecture 
in Russia, and in particular in Moscow 
and Kiev; and, finally, Mr. Arthur G. 
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QUEEN’S COLLEGE, CAMBRIDGE.—A model of the final design, by Mr. Basil Spence, 
OBE, ARA, PRIBA, for Queen’s College, Cambridge. Earlier designs for the College were 
illustrated in The Builder of May 16 last. 


Ling will talk about the Moscow Con- 
gress itself and try to assess its achieve- 
ments. Colour slides will be shown. 


The ABS Ball 


THE encouraging feature of the ninth 
annual ball of the Architects Benevolent 
Society, which was held at Grosvenor 
House, WI, on December 10, was the 
increased support shown this year for this 
admirable charity by architects and their 
friends throughout the industry, which 
was reflected in the attendance of 1,200, 
which easily constitutes a record. The 
exact sum to be added to the Society’s 
funds as a result of the ball will not be 
known until January, but it is a fair 
guess that this, too, will be a record. 

Effectively to decorate the vast ball- 
room at Grosvenor House, and to remove 
all trace of the feeling that one has 
wandered by mistake into Olympia or one 
of London’s larger railway stations, is 
something of an accomplishment in itself, 
but it is fair to say that this has never 
been better achieved than this year. The 
Chinese theme chosen might indeed have 
proved difficult to live up to had it not 
been for the generous help received from 
Hong Kong University, whose architec- 
tural staff and students were responsib'e 


for the Chinese scroll and the gold 
dragons that were the focus of the 
decorations. 


The programme was well up to the 
previous high standards in content and 
presentation, and a welcome feature was 
that it contained more information about 
the aims and achievements of the ABS 
than in previous years.. Mr. H. S. Good- 
hart Rendel, the Society’s honorary trea- 
surer, introduced the subject, Robert 
Foster wrote on * How the idea began’; 
Howard Lobb on ‘ How the homes are 
run *; Clifford Culpin on ‘ How the Homes 
were designed’: and Beatrice N. Solly 
on ‘ How tenants are chosen.’ 


LE CORBUSIER AT LIVERPOOL 
Reviewed by Herbert Thearle, 
BArch, FRIBA 


A! Liverpool Art Gallery on Decem- 

ber 8 the vast exhibition designed in 
Zurich in honour of Corbusier’s seven- 
tieth birthday was launched by his one- 
time collaborator, E. Maxwell Fry. 

The exhibition (which remains at Liver- 
pool until January 17) has already been 
shown in major European cities, having 
been seen so far by 185,000 people. After 
a brief period at the Building Centre com- 
mencing on February 3—where only two- 
thirds of it can be staged—it goes on to 
Rome, Milan and ultimately South 
America. It was interesting to learn that 
it could not have been seen in England 
had it not come to Liverpool first where 
the £2,500 necessary to bring it has been 
made possib:e by contributions from the 
Liverpool Architectural Society, the 
RIBA, the Preston, Blackburn and Dis- 
trict Architectural Society, the Liver- 
pool Federation of Building Trades 
Employers, the Mars Group Trustees and 
the Arts Council. 


Living in Harmony 


The huge assembly comprises exhibits 
of architecture (photos and models), 
painting, sculpture, lithography and 
tapestries and are all of a piece in that 
they combine to show—with painful 
pointedness in their present north-western 
setting—how to live well in cities. Here 
‘Corb,’ as after several decades he still is 
affectionately termed by students, demon- 
strates his basic concepts of families 
living in harmony with a right to sun, air 
and vegetation, with opportunities for 
civilised intercourse and in an urban set- 
ting with ordered transport where science 
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and art are in accord and, indeed, indis- 
tinguishable from each other. 

The explanatory captions to the photo- 
graphs and plans, in French, English and 
German, emphasise the international 
quality of the exhibition. Of the 72 large 
panels those few which display the 
chronological sequence of the work 
should first be carefully studied. These 
summarise in majestic sequence all—or 
mostly all—the architectural output from 
the early beginning in 1905 down to the 
Philips Pavilion for the Brussels Exhibi- 
tion of 1958. That these explanatory 
screens shouid be, at Liverpool, so remote 
from the entrance is unfortunate and 
maybe this the only fault in an otherwise 
splendidly designed layout (by the Swiss 
architects W. Boesiger and E. Katzen- 
stein), will be remedied when the exhibi- 
tion is set up at the Building Centre in 
London. 

The impact of this wealth of photos 
and models is tremendous and even the 
most sceptical must acknowledge the 
architectural work represented to be that 
of a poetic genius. It is the capacity for 
arriving at a solution of great clarity after 
an intense and logical appraisal of all the 
factors which seems to emerge as a com- 
mon denominator to all these projects, 
whether carried out or stillborn. In this 
latter respect one must salute the man 
who, despite so many setbacks occa- 
sioned by jealousy and prejudice, was 
able to continue with undiminished dedi- 
cation and ultimately to achieve so much 
which has had such influence on the 
development of architecture. 


Loosely Assembled 


In this present art gallery setting, where 
entablatured overdoors and decorative 
acroteria abound, are also to be seen the 
less convincing paintings, from the early 


tightly geometrical ones when associated 
with Ozenfant and Pierre Jeanneret to 
the later ones depicting loosely assembled 
elements. These paintings seem of far less 
importance in their own right than as 
colourful decorative abstract essays, inci- 
dental to the architecture, which is always 
lacking in any form of applied decora- 
tion; indeed, many were executed as 
furnishing gifts. They appear to derive 
from Leger but lack the technical 
qualities of the true professional painter. 
The sculptures and tapestries, too, while 
adding considerably to the interest of the 
exhibition, are noteworthy mainly for 
their experimental nature and as diversi- 
fied expressions of an exuberant person- 


ality. The personality is essentially 
individualist as was underlined when 
early on the separation from cousin 


Pierre Jeanneret was made and a grand- 
mother’s name, Le Corbusier, adopted. 


Unremitting Struggle 


It is naturally the architecture exhibited 
which will prove most interesting and 
fruitful of study. Those actively or 
indirectly concerned with building in this 
country will ponder with renewed wonder 
what is to be seen; although tastes will 
differ and responses consequently vary 
all will probably concede that here is 
evidence of an unremitting struggle for 
the new approach and confirmation that 
so much of what is now current contem- 
porary usage has become possible 
through Le Corbusier’s efforts. Perhaps 
the most interesting buildings featured— 
maybe because the kind of problem 
tackled is nearest his heart—are the three 
Unité buildings at Marseilles, Nantes and 
Berlin. These are shown in great detail 
and, epitomising so much of the master’s 
thinking, should afford the architect pro- 
found delight and satisfaction. In sup-

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port of this there is the cogent reason 
that these buildings are less sculptural 
than some others and are altogether more 
architecturally rational and capable of 
appreciation by the more self-evident and 
accepted principles of articulation and 
proportion and superbly contrived in 
their sectional or third dimensional 
planning. 


‘Working Aids’ 


One wonders whether the various 
‘working aids,’ including the well-known 
Modular system, are as helpful as is 
claimed for them, for in some cases they 
are elevationally applicable only, whereas 
Spatial application of any such device 
would seem to be a prerequisite. In any 
case, visitors will be able to form their 
own opinions, for some of these aids, 
theories or—at worst—pardonable gim- 
micks are most graphically demonstrated. 


To catalogue the buildings would serve 

little purpose; each will have his prefer- 
ences and all must go to stand and stare. 
The prototype buildings are all on show, 
and to see them is to be nostalgicaily 
reminded how long ago it is since so 
many of them first appeared. The Villas 
at Garches and Poissy and the Weissen- 
hof Siedlung houses at Stuttgart, the Swiss 
Pavilion at the University City and the 
Cité de Refuge of the Salvation Army, 
both in Paris: these along with others 
exemplify how Le Corbusier has trans- 
formed a technice! advance into a 
creative means of expression, and one 
looks with renewed interest at these 
earliest examples of the free standing sup- 
port (pilotis), the free plan, the free 
fagade, the independent frame and wall 
and the roof garden. Chandigarh, the new 
capital city of the Punjab and the pilgrim 
chapel at Ronchamp are amongst the 
recent works. In their sculptural 
emphasis these point a winging of the 
fancy, difficult, as yet, altogether to soar 
in sympathy with, but possibly to be 
paralleled with the ultimate freedoms of 
Titian and Turner in their later years. 
_ One might as well try to place a meteor 
in the sky as endeavour to place Le Cor- 
busier. Maybe his real triumph has been 
the acceptance of science and the fusing 
of its speculative nature with the 
spirituality of art; before he showed the 
way such harmony was lacking in the 
world. 

This, together with his reassessment of 
all the factors bearing on the way of 
living are made manifest in the Latin 
logic of his writings which were pre- 
cursory to so much present-day thought 
and development. In the poem ‘ L’Angle 
droit’ is to be found his apologia. The 
carping will note on the debit side crude- 
nesses of detail and shoddiness of finish 
and—perhaps humanly revealing—an 
absence of the visible use of mechanical 
and electricai services so inseparable from 
modern building! But one is almost 
ashamed to mention believed short- 
comings when confronted with such an 
architecturally all embracing and power- 
fully monumental display of work. It is 
refreshing, too, to think that there must 
be still more to come.

wo was started on repairs to the standing remains 
of the original church which were to be incorporated 
in the new building in April, 1954. The foundations were 
started in October, 1955 and the rebuilding of the super- 
structure in June, 1956. 

The building is divided into three main sections ; the 
church, a large assembly hall below known as ‘ The City 
Temple Hall’ and a suite of offices, meeting rooms and 
verger’s flat above. The church is designed to seat 1,340, 
766 on the main floor level and 574 in the gallery. The 
pulpit is situated on the left side of the apse raised above the 
floor of the church giving the Preacher a commanding 
position over the whole congregation. The apse is formed 
with columns of cedar of Lebanon 40 ft. high and having 
louvred panels forming the walls of the organ lofts. The 
centre of the apse is dominated by a cedar cross with a silver 
bronze edging strip and illuminated from behind with cold 
cathode tubes and surmounted by a circular stained glass 
window. 

Main entrance to the City Temple Hall is from Shoe- 
lane. It is designed to seat 756 persons, 596 at main floor 
level and 160 in the balcony, with full cloakroom and 
lavatory accommodation and catering facilities. It is a 
multi-purpose hall providing facilities for theatrical 
productions, films, lectures, badminton and suitable youth 
activities generally. 

‘The Chapel of the Divine Friendship’ lies off the 
entrance hall from Holborn Viaduct and will be open daily

for private devotion. 
plate glass screen. 

The offices and meeting rooms together with the 
Ministers’ office and psychological clinic are above the 
church and reached by a lift from the Holborn Viaduct 
entrance. They have been designed to meet the needs of 
the many organisations working for the church and also 
for the Children’s Church. A large conference room is 
served by an extensive buffet and well equipped kitchens 
are also provided to serve the needs of meetings in this and 
other parts of the building. 

The site is over the gravel shore of an ancient stream. 
The concrete foundations are all founded upon London 
blue clay which is probably about 80 ft. thick overlying 
the gravel. 

For economic reasons it was desirable to make use of as 
great a part of the existing foundations as possible. Since 
the total load had been considerably increased, in com- 
parison with the old building, the foundation area had to be 
increased proportionately. The total load from the 
stanchions to be carried on the new foundations was 
approaching 5,000 tons. The main task of the design was 
to ensure that differential settlement between the old and 
new parts of the foundations would not occur. It was 
necessary to keep clear of the existing party walls and this 
condition led to an intricate system of cantilever beams 
particularly at the corners of the site. One of the party 
walls, about 100 ft. high, had to be extended down to a 


It is separated from the church by a 
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depth at which the new foundations were built, and this 
operation was carried out with complete success. 

One of the main steelwork problems was the design of 
the plate girder to the main balcony. This is 66 ft. long, 
6 ft. 8 in. deep, 1 ft. 8 in. wide and weighs 22 tons. It 
supports a load of nearly 300 tons and a ‘ twisting’ load 
of 110 tons. This load is due to the cantilevered portion 
of the front portion of the balcony, and special high tensile 
bolts were used in this. 

Another problem arose in designing the lattice girder to 
the main balcony ; this also is 66 ft. span and is 14 ft. deep 
and carries a load of nearly 200 tons. It is so designed that 
the entrance doors from the main staircases to the balcony 
are built into it. The main girders to the roof of the 
church carry loads of up to 200 tons each and weigh up to 
20 tons each. 

The building presented its acoustic problems in an acute 
form and special attention was paid to floors, in order that 
they should have girders strong enough to carry the massive 
structure necessary to resist loud noise. In the case of the 
floor system over the church, heavy girders carry a 7 in. 
slab which takes a thick composite floating screed. Below 
the slab heavy hangers support a ceiling of three coat 
plaster loaded with 2 in. pugging in which heating coils are 
embedded. After careful discussion with the Building 
Research Station it was decided to build 43 in. brick 
partitions direct on the slab instead of lightweight par- 
titions taken on the floating screed. The risk of response 
to tones in the ceiling space was provided against by two 
layers of glass silk which also form a heat insulation blanket 
over the heating coils. The screeds rest on | in. nominal 
glass quilt, turned up at the margins. 

For the floor of the church over the hall, the design 
principle was to unite a cushioning floor finish with a 
—— screed, and with a suspended ceiling below the 
slab. 

The installation of services frequently undo the good 
work, wasting the expenditure on noise defence but in this 
case the ducts were carefully planned so that a grille in 
one hall should not provide a short speaking tube to a 
grille in another hall. 

The Building Research Station considered the insulation 
sufficiently interesting to test. 

Briefly, the report stated that the air-borne insulation of 
the floor system above the church is good, about equal to

that of an 18 in. brick wall at low frequencies and even 
better at the high. The impact insulation as between 
meeting rooms above and the body of the church below 
is very good and comes well above the accepted Grade 1 
for flats. The impact insulation as between the tiled floor 
of the kitchen above and gallery of church below is not 
quite so good but is still up to the Grade | standard. The 
air-borne insulation given by the floor system as between 
church and hall below, has good insulation value at high 
frequencies, but below roughly middle pitch it is no better 
than the reduction given by a 44 in. wall, and at 100 cycles 
is weak. The impact insulation of hall from church is of a 
high standard. 

In the church the speaking voice has priority. A system 
of concealed column line source loudspeakers was designed 
for microphones in pulpit, lectern, east and west Ministers’ 
stalls and Communion Table positions. But at the same 
time the church has its choral activities, and when full, 
there must be risk of a certain lack of musical tone from 
choirs when the congregation to volume ratio is so large. 
For this reason no special sound-absorbing treatment was 
added to walls and ceilings. The result is that when the 
church is empty the reverberation is on the long side but 
in practice the significant audience factor is * church full.’ 
The requirements of small audiences are not as important 
as in school halls, college halls, etc. Hence in practice this 
particular acoustic compromise is probably the best that 
could be arrived at under the circumstances.

_ building was erected for the Com- 

pany on a bombed site adiacent to their 
Head Office. A car park is provided at the 
rear. 

It is a reinforced concrete structure of 
seven storeys with a basement and sub- 
basement. The areas below ground level 
were required, in the main, for storage 
purposes, three lock-up shops are provided 
at ground floor level (two of which have 
their own basements) and the floors above 
are designed for office accommodation 
(total 21,025 su. ft. nett). At the eastern 
end, a public house is incorporated which 
includes a cellar, bars at ground floor level 
and a small dining room and kitchen over. 

The frame is designed in bays approxi- 
mately 19 ft. square, with no cross beams 
in the office areas, set out on either side of 
a central aisle of columns 7 ft. in width. 
This aisle has longitudinal beams and forms 
the ‘spine’ of the frame. Floor slabs are 
of reinforced concrete with slender upstand 
beams at the perimeter but roof slabs are of 
hollow pot construction to reduce weight. 

Externally, the walls are faced with 
Portland stone with Cornish grey granite 
emphasising openings at ground level. The 
carving incised into the Portland stone 
facing above the main entrance is a design 
based on the central figure of the company’s 
coat of arms. It was carried out by Mr. 
Bainbridge Copnall, MBE, FRBS. The

coat of arms, produced in metal, appears on 
the gates by the car park at the rear of the 
building. Pale reddish brown facing bricks 
are used on the greater part of the rear 
elevation. The projecting canopy over the 
main entrance is faced with Emerald Pearl 
granite and has a random mosaic soffite. 
The entrance doors are of bronze. Roofing 
is of asphalt on cork insulation on screed 
and copings are of slate, as also are the 
external window cills. 

Internally, terrazzo has been used for the 
floors and parts of the walls to the main 
Staircase and lift halls. The entrance hall 
walls are lined with Napoleon marble ; 
Rosso Levanto and Botticino marbles cover 
the floor. The more important joinery 
items are of Australian walnut (flush doors) 
and mahogany. Internal cills are of pre- 
cast terrazzo. Two lifts have been installed. 

The space heating installation is of the 
low pressure hot water type with oil fired 
boilers and mechanical ventilation has 
been provided for areas below ground and 
parts of the public house. 

The architects who designed the building 
decided that the floor space was ideal for 
their offices and now rent the two top floors 
which are planned as open drawing offices, 
but with a private room for the partner in 
charge adjacent to the lifts at each floor 
level.

NEW MoHLG HANDBOOK

: LATS AND HOUSES, 1958, now 

pubiished by the Ministry of Hous- 
ing and Local Government* is probably 
the most important manual to come from 
the Ministry since the Housing Manual, 
1944, with its subsequent supplements. 
The present publication examines the 
mixed developments which have taken 
place in recent years and analyses in 
detail the different arrangements possible, 
showing the attendant advantages and 
disadvantages and their relation to costs. 
The Minister, in his foreword, claims for 
the book that ‘ there is a simplicity in its 
approach to the achievement of economy 
in the design of layout and buildings—a 
simplicity which may, for example, help 
to free the creative energy of architects 
from oppressive anxiety about overall 
cost, an anxiety that can be deadening.’ 
His appreciation that this anxiety does 
exist among architects, and the human 
words in which he acknowledges it will 
be very welcome to architects who have 
had to tackle the difficult problem of 
housing since the war. 


Wide Scope for Development 


The book is divided into four main 
sections—Site Planning; Space around 
Buildings; Building Height and Cost of 
Buildings; Dwellings for High Density- 
with five appendices containing valuable 
technical data. Its main emphasis is on 
the wide scope which redevelopment 
offers, and at the outset it states that 
‘instead of a monotonous development 
entirely in flats, often of uniform height, 
redevelopment is taking the form of a 
“mixed” development of houses, low 
blocks of maisonettes and high blocks 
of maisonettes or flats.’ A series of studies 
have been made on a selected site in 
Birmingham, comprising 12.3 acres at a 
density of 100, 140 and 160 h.r.a. (habit- 
able rooms per acre). After the study of 
Birmingham four other sites have been 
examined of various shapes and ranging 
in size from 3 to 6.5 acres, where densities 
of 80 to 136 h.r.a. have been obtained. 
The analysis of each scheme is very care- 
fully worked out in tables and the relative 
average cost per dwelling has been given. 
This ranges from £1,520-£1,775 per dwell- 
ing at 100 h.r.a. to £1,823-£1,917 at 140 
h.r.a. and £2,147 at 160 h.r.a. It is neces- 
sary to study these tables in detail to see 
how the figures are arrived at, and we are 
reminded that the costs are for buildings 
only, exclusive of site clearance and level- 
ling, roads, footpaths, sewers and public 
utility mains, abnormal foundations, 
external works and professional fees, and 
they are based on the appropriate pro- 
vincial rates. The amount of research 
which has been done in order to obtain 
this information must be considerable, 
and the result should be of great value

in the preparation of schemes for new 
developments. It should also provide an 
opportunity for some new thinking on the 
whole subject of high densities and how 
high they are to become. 

It is interesting to note that the cost of 
houses is from £200 to £250 per dwelling 
cheaper than four-storey maisonettes and 
flats, whilst four-storey blocks are in turn 
£400 to £500 cheaper per dwelling than 
eleven-storey blocks. It is obvious that 
the fewer the high blocks to be built the 
cheaper the scheme, but as high density 
cannot be achieved by using low blocks 
only, the aim must be to strike the right 
balance in relation to given requirements 
if the scheme as a whole is to be economi- 
cal. No publication has yet appeared 
which satisfactorily explains the reason 
for the great difference in cost between 
high and low buildings, and this is a sub- 
ject which might well be studied further. 


Car Parking 


The chapter dealing with space around 
buildings includes a study of car parking, 
and it is obvious from the analysis that 
this consideration must play a big part in 
determining the general layout of future 
schemes. It is suggested that, subject to 
local variations, layouts might be designed 
initially for parking space for one-third 
the total number of dwellings and so 
arranged that at a later date this could 
be doubled if necessary. Illustrations are 
given of various methods which might be 
adopted, one of which is for roofing over 
Open spaces between blocks with the 
dwellings themselves starting at first floor 
level. The importance of this new re- 
quirement is acknowledged, for it is stated 
that other methods are being explored 
and further information may be made 
available in due course. The necessity for 
Play Spaces for children is emphasised, 
but so much has already been written on 
this subject that no new suggestions are 
made. 


Emphasis on Landscaping 


Once again, emphasis is laid upon good 
landscaping, and the Minister also refers 
to this in his foreword. It is impossible 
to overstress this point, but one would 
also like to add the suggestion that a 
directive should be given to local authori- 
ties, charging them to see that money 
spent on this very necessary asset to high 
density schemes is not allowed to become 
wasted expenditure through subsequent 
neglect. 

Many examples of plans for high 
blocks of flats are given. Some of these 
are ingenious, but often they rely upon 
internal bathrooms and we’s and dark 
corridors to achieve economical planning. 
Central corridors are used, affording only 
one aspect to a flat and with no cross 
ventilation. These examples do not seem 
worthy of modern planning. 

The photographs which illustrate the 
book are perhaps a good cross-section of 
the large developments in the country. 
Whilst it is appreciated that they are there 
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to show the actual building from wHich 
basic data has been obtained, one cannot 
but remark on the varying degree of 
architectural success which they achieve 
Some of the larger and taller blocks pre- 
sent quite inhuman facades, whilst others 
of similar size have managed to retain a 
sense of the domestic. One must not lose 
sight of the main objective in all these 
considerations, which is to build buildings 
where families may live their lives—not 
mere storehouses for human beings. 


CORRESPONDENCE 


RIBA Constitutional Committee 
To the Editor of The Builder 


IR,—It is to be hoped that all mem- 
bers of the RIBA have read, and 
seriously analysed the interim provisional 
report of the Constitutional Committee. 
Apathy amongst members is, however, 
traditional and this letter is written in the 
hope that, after reading it and other 
letters on this subject, a few more mem- 
bers will take the trouble to read, digest 
and comment on the report. 


The Committee in the introduction to 
the report states that * probably the main 
concern among those voting at the last 
AGM was to be left in no doubt that the 
RIBA Council is fully and democratically 
representative of the profession at large. 
Presumably, this has been the cornerstone 
of their discussions. After reading 
through the report, however, one realises 
that both in its discussions and its conclu- 
sions the Committee has completely failed 
to understand the meaning of this state 
ment—otherwise the Committee would 
never have produced such weak-kneed 
proposals, based on the traditional ‘ Eng- 
lish’ sense of compromise. 

The more or less violent rumblings 
amongst the membership are due basically to 
one fundamental defect in the present con- 
stitution—a lack of communication between 
the individual member and his ruling body, 
the Council, and between the Council and 
the individual member. Hence comes the 
feeling of frustration among members, and 
the suspicion that the RIBA is run by the 
boys for the boys. This is really the core 
of the matter. 


It is probably not generally realised by 
the majority of members that the criticisms 
put forward at the last AGM were not the 
only—or the first—criticisms made to the 
Council. For some time certain Allied 
Society Representatives, motivated by feeling 
in the Provinces, had expressed strong dis- 
satisfaction with the existing state of affairs, 
and at the Council meeting in April of this 
year a motion was submitted by the South 
Eastern Society of Architects, ‘ viewing with 
extreme concern the recent financial report 
of the RIBA Council,’ and stating its opinion 
that the Council should be elected by or 
through the Allied Societies, including a Lon- 
don Society, so that Council members could 
be directly answerable to their electorate. 
This motion was accepted for submission to 
the Ad Hoc Committee which was to be set 
up at the start of the new session. 


The best ways and means of obtaining as

A CANOPY was required to cover high 

quality used cars on part of a main 
road frontage, for a few years until the 
completion of a permanent multi-storey 
building was possible. 

It had, therefore, to be light and 
economical, suitable for day and night 
advertising, and to form a setting for 
informal sales associated with used cars, 
and entirely separate from the main show- 
rooms for new cars in the main building. 

The mono-pitch roof is of light steel 
framing, filled with aluminium decking and 
built-up roof, with a flush soffite, suspended 
from beams above, which are supported on 
tubular columns. 

The four front columns are extended 
upwards to carry flagmasts, and a lattice 
beam, ostensibly to support neon lighting, 
secures the tops of the columns. All 
exposed steelwork on the canopy is 
covered with aluminium and sprayed with 
clear lacquer. 

The lighting consists of a series of 
fluorescent tubes fixed to cross-members of 
the roof, thereby illuminating the adjoining 
aluminium decking. The scheme includes 
specially designed kiosks for Petrol and 
Car Sales, in keeping with the main 
structure.

sible can only be discovered by careful and 
conscientious deliberations of a Committee 

the important point is to ensure that a 
system is arrived at which gives the best 
communication. The proposal put forward 
by the South-Eastern Society of Architects 
seemed to the Society to be one answer, if 
not the only answer, but there may be 
another method. The present proposals, 
however, not only do not improve the 
present position but may, in fact, worsen the 
position. It is possible that no member 
elected regionally may be on his Allied 
Society Council, in which event even this 
smal] communication is severed. 

A further point—if the Committee really 
believes that communication is the core of 
the matter, why does it not accept the fact 
and cut out all elections on a national basis? 
If it does not believe it, why not be honest 
and cut out elections on a regional or Allied 
Society basis? This is a matter which 
brooks no compromise. 

I would add that I am writing this as an 
individual and not on behalf of the South 
Eastern Society, and I do so because of 
shortage of time before the meeting in 
January. No one wants this meeting to 
degenerate into a shouting of organised 
angry young men, trying to influence the 
Council by the amount of the noise that 
they make. I only hope that enough mem- 
bers, with the future welfare of the Institute 
as one of their main cares, will turn up and 
put forward their sincere views.

BOOKS 


BACKGROUND TO Perspective. By Wil- 
liam Coombes. (London: Adam and 
Charles Black.) Price 12s. 6d. 


R. WILLIAM COOMBES’ * Back- 

ground to Perspective’ is frankly a 
text-book for the student and a text-book 
for which he should be properly grate- 
ful. * Background’ is the right word since 
every one—save one—of the 52 pages of 
examples in a I1l-page book is purely 
diagrammatic; each diagram is reduced 
to its simplest elements and each illus- 
trates a particular point or problem in 
the business of drawing in perspective. 
Mr. Coombes, who, as lecturer in the sub- 
ject at St. Martin’s School of Art, West- 
minster, is an acknowledged expert, is 
concerned in this book solely with the 
clear and progressive explanation of the 
theory. Any student who has gone care- 
fully through the author’s course should 
have no difficulty in applying the theory 
to the elementary problems of graphic 
art. 

Theory is theory and the more the 
student has of it the better for his future 
guidance. But there are occasions, as any 
experienced draughtsman knows, when it 
seems that theory will not fit the facts. 
Strictly speaking, it is the facts which 
cannot be made to fit the theory. The 
difficuity appears to arise when more is to 
be recorded than can be comprised within 
the normal angle of vision and without 
movement of the eye—in other words, 
when more than one problem, each in 
itself amenable to theory, is to be resolved 
within the framework of a single pictorial 
solution. 

This difficulty is commonly met in the 
delineation of interiors. In this respect 
the author, keeping within the limits he 
has set, briefly mentions that distortion 
is likely to occur. The point is enlarged 
here to indicate that application of the 
theory is not without problems of its 
own. 

No reasonable and justifiable departure 
from the dictates of theory can be safely 
made until the theory itselt has been com- 
prehensively understood. Students who 
have mastered all that Mr. Coombes has 
to say in this book will doubtless hope 
for a further authoritative work from 
the same hand on the use or adaptation 
of the theory in circumstances of 
increased complexity.

PRINCIPLES AND PRACTICE OF SURVEYING. By 
C. B. Breed and G. L. Hosmer. 9th 
Edition. (London: Chapman and Hall.) 
Price 52s. 


N this new edition some changes have 

been made introducing the treatment of 
measuring distances, description of the sub- 
tense bar, European-type transits and levels, 
the stadia theory revised to include internal 
focusing instruments, the previous astro- 
nomica!l data brought up to date—as has 
been mine surveying: and other interesting 
developments. 

Instruments and staves are dealt with but 
these do not include the more modern 
instruments. The principles which neces- 
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sarily apply to all kinds of instruments are 
however, clearly defined and explained. The 
student, in studying levelling rods shown, 
should bear in mind these are mainly used 
in America, slightly differing in presentation 
from our Sopwith, Gayer and others. 

There are sections of interest to the 
builder in regard to earthworks, roadways 
and sewers, but these are only lightly 
covered. The more modern surveying and 
setting-out procedures practised in this 
country on proposed construction works are 
not catered for or described, the main 
endeavour seemingly properly to convey to 
the student the traverse methods used by 
the land surveyor. 

Generally this book in overall conception 
appears to have been written for the 
American land surveying student but it 
covers a wide field of interest to those of 
this country. The explanations are easy of 
understanding and the problems set at the 
end of chapters in the form of examination 
offer good exercises. 

Some 80 pages of tables at the end include 
logs of numbers, logarithmic sines and co- 
sines, lengths of arcs, geometric formulae 
and the like of undoubted assistance to the 
student surveyor, these being preceded by 
helpful explanations as to finishing drawings, 
conventional signs for physical features, 
scales, meridians, filing and indexing.

HIS is the fourth selection to be pub- 
lished in book form of the ‘ Archi- 
tects’ Detail Sheets.’ Like the earlier 
series it contains 96 specially prepared scale 
drawings of contemporary architectural 
details, and over 100 associated photographs. 
The examples have been supplied by well- 
known architects from all over the world, 
and include 12 from the United States of 
America and three from Canadian sources. 
For ease of comparison the details are 
grouped under the following headings: fire- 
places; fittings; staircases; wall details; 
windows; and miscellaneous. The main 
emphasis has been laid on wall details, of 
which there are no less than 23 examples, 
including curtain walling. The glossary of 
architectural terms in English, French, 
German and Spanish has been included, as 
it is of considerable value to architects and 
students overseas. 

li is hoped that this volume of Architects’ 
details collected from many countries will 
help to maintain the general standard of 
architectural detailing and be of as much 
assistance as the previous volumes have 
proved to be, to architects, students, and all 
those connected with the erection of 
buildings.

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MASTER CARVERS 
Association’s Annual Lunch 


OME interesting suggestions for provid: 

ing new outlets for the skill and talents 
of carvers were made by Mr. JoHN 
BRANDON-JONES, ARIBA, when he spoke at 
the annual luncheon of the Master Carvers’ 
Association, which was held at the St 
Ermin’s Hotel, SW1, on December 10, with 
the president, Mr. E. Burton, in the chair. 

Mr. JAMES N, WHITE, in introducing Mr. 
Brandon-Jones as the guest speaker, referred 
to the dwindling numbers of the Master 
Carvers, and he hoped that, as an architect, 
he would be able to hold out some sort of 
future for them. Mr. BRANDON-JONES said 
that he himself was very interested in deco- 
rating buildings, and he found that most of 
his clients liked buildings decorated too. One 
difficulty he found with the younger carvers 
was that they were not trained in decorating 
buildings, but rather in making an object 
that could be hung or bracketed onto a 
building. What the architect wanted, how- 
ever, Was someone who could fill a space on 
a building rather than make an extraneous 
article. 

Mr. Brandon-Jones also saw a future for 
the carver as a pattern maker in reinforced 
concrete work. We now depended on the 
skill of the carpenter in getting such build- 
ings the right shape, and here the carver, he 
suggested, might decorate the building by 
making sections of the formwork in reversed 
intaglio, rather like the carvings on butter 
pats. There was no reason why reinforced 
concrete buildings should not be ‘ carved as 
well as carpentered.’ Repetitive units were 
necessary for price, but there was no reason 
why the units should not be works of art. 
He also thought that there would always be 
buildings that wanted straight-forward carv- 
ing, but there was no doubt that many old 
craftsmen would have to find new outlets 
for their skills. 

The toast of the guests was proposed by 
Mr. MARSHALL WALKER and the response 
was by Mr. Darcy BRADDELL, FRIBA. A 
vote of thanks to Mr. Brandon-Jones was 
moved by Mr. F. W. WHITELY. 

At the annual general meeting, after the 
luncheon, the following were re-elected: 
Mr, Esmond Burton, president; Mr. J. N. 
White, vice-president; Mr. M. Walker, hon. 
treasurer; and Mr. F. P. Morton, hon. 
secretary.

Council Discuss Motorways 
Architecture 
MONG items on a full agenda at its 
meeting on December 9, the RIBA 
Council discussed proposed study groups 
on Urban motorways in process of being 
set up by city authorities concerned; the 
representation of members in salaried 
employment; liaison with the RICS in the 
matter of cost research; and the forma- 
tion of limited liability companies by 
architects. The Council also had before 
it a report on the Institute’s finances and 
estimates for the years 1959-61; this 
report will be published in advance of the 
Special General Meeting fixed for 
January 6 next. 


Urban Motorways 


The Council have been in correspon- 
dence with the Ministry of Transport and 
Civil Aviation in regard to a proposal to 
set up Committees in a number of the 
larger cities to study the planning of new 
motor roads in built-up areas related to 
the new system of national motorways. 

The Council, appreciating that this par- 
ticular matter concerns the feeding in of 
traffic from the national motorways into 
the larger cities and the impact of this 
traffic on considerations of planning and 
layout of streets and buildings, have been 
pressing the Institute’s view of the need 
for bringing in architectural advice on 
the formation of these Committees. They 
have reminded the Ministry of the 
important contribution which the profes- 
sion, with its knowledge of civic design 
and town planning, could make to the 
deliberations of the Committees. 

In reply, the Ministry have stated that 
it was not proposed to give directions on 
the constitution of the Committees, but 
to leave it to the local authorities con- 
cerned. 

On reviewing this correspondence, the 
Council gave consideration to two 
separate facets of the overall problem of 
the planning of modern roadways. In 
regard to the planning of national motor- 
ways, it was felt that much more should 
be done in relation to landscaping and 
more appropriate design of structures 
related to the motorways. It was agreed 
that the strongest representations possible 
should be made on these aspects and that 
the support of the Royal Fine Art Com- 
mission and the Institute of Landscape 
Architects should be enlisted. 

In regard to the design of urban motor- 
ways, the Council felt that the impact 
of this new construction on the plan of 
towns and cities was insufficiently appre- 
ciated and that, again, representations on 
the need for the fullest co-operation of all 
those technically qualified should be 
made. It was agreed to make such 
representations to the city authorities who 
were in process of setting up study 
groups, and that the attention of the 
Ministry of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment and the Royal Fine Art Commission 
should also be drawn to the problem. 


Limited Liability Companies 
The Council considered a report of the 


Practice Committee regarding the recent 
decision of the ARCUK to the effect that 





it would not be contrary to the provisions 
of Principle V of the ARCUK Code of 
Professional Conduct for architects to form 
limited liability companies to provide 
services such as the following: 

(a) The acquisition of office premises and 
accommodation for the use by the 
architects. 

(b) The provision of office furniture, 
typewriters and other equipment for 
the firm. 

Provided that (i) the architects carried on 
their professional practice in the normal way, 
personally entering into contracts with 
clients, (ii) neither the architects nor their 
staff were employed in their professional 
capacities by the company, (iii) the archi- 
tects do not divest themselves of any of their 
professional responsibilities nor attempt to 
transfer them to the company; and (iv) the 
operation of the company would not bring 
them into conflict with any of the Principles 
of the ARCUK Code, particularly Principles 
VII and VIII. 

After a full discussion, the Council were 
of the opinion that the formation of such 
service companies would not be contrary to 
the provisions of the RIBA Code of Profes- 
sional Conduct, The Practice Committee 
have been asked to prepare a memorandum 
giving general information on the subject 
for publication. 


Members in Salaried Employment 

The Council studied a report prepared by 
the ad hoc Committee on salaries and respon- 
sibilities of senior architects in local govern- 
ment, and agreed that the following 
summary should be issued: 

“In the summer of 1957 the ad hoc Com: 
mittee carried out a survey of 14 County 
and 5 other local authority offices, chosen 
largely at random. The primary purpose 
was to establish how far the salaries earned 
by senior architects below Chief Officer and 
Deputy level corresponded with the respon- 
sibilities they held. 

‘Any assessment of responsibility levels 
necessarily raises fundamental questions of 
office organisation and it was therefore 
found necessary to make a study of each 
office which, within the limits of the time 
available, was quite comprehensive. and 
detailed. Chief architects accordingly offered 
generous and ready co-operation in 
providing figures about establishment, 
recruitment, promotion policy, output costs 
and methods of working besides much local 
colour that was essential to a proper under- 
standing of each case. 

* Given the great variety in scope, circum- 
stances and personalities that were involved, 
it was perhaps not surprising that these 
offices were often more remarkable for their 
diversity rather than their similarity. At 
least; however, they share a common salary 
grading system, and it was accordingly pos- 
sible to compute (a) the average salary per 
head of architectural staff (including unquali- 
fied) and (b) knowing output figures, the 
value of building work done per head of 
architectural staff. The average salary in 
the 14 counties varied from £800 to £1,070 
—six counties being within the range £950- 
£990, and the overall average working out 
at £960. (It must be emphasised that these 
salaries relate to counties only; and that they 
have been adjusted to the new scales 
operating after September, 1957.) Their 
real significance, however, only emerged 
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when related to output; for in no less than 
seven counties as the average salary pei 
head of architectural staff consistentl; 
declined, so the cost of that office, in terms 
of salary/output ratio, consistently increased. 
Conversely, at least four offices whose salar) 
level was at or above the overall average of 
£960 showed a consistently low level of costs 
and a high average value of work per head. 
Further, in these low cost/high average 
salary offices the proportion of staff on 
lettered grades and the top APT scales was 
well above the average. Two things, there- 
fore, clearly emerged: (i) A low overall level 
of salaries merely makes for low output per 
person and hence relatively high costs. (ii) 
Greater efficiency, in terms of low cost per 
£ of work done, can be achieved through 
the employment of a relatively high pro- 
portion of staff in the more senior grades. 
It is, of course, important to recognise that 
figures on output and costs are not the whole 
answer. They evaluate paper efficiency only; 
they cannot evaluate the quality of work. 

‘While the full report to the council adds 
much else in the way of verified fact and 
tentative interpretation which could profit- 
ably be pursued to a conclusion in a further 
study, the findings above are the principal 
ones and they are felt to merit wider 
publicity.” 

Other Business 

Paper Sizes and Design: The Council 
approved a joint recommendation from the 
Codes and Standards Committee, the Public 
Relations Committee and the Science Com- 
mittee in regard to the sizes and design of 
the Institute papers and publications. When 
fresh stocks of these are being ordered, they 
will in future conform in size to the ‘A’ 
series of international paper sizes, as given 
in BS 1311 (amended 1958), and the design 
of the Institute’s Publications is to be super- 
vised by Mr. Herbert Spencer. The Council 
suggest that the size A.4 should be used for 
all literature which is intended for filing or 
retention for reference. 

Cost Research: Liaison with RICS: The 
Council approved a proposal to set up a 
Joint Liaison Committee with the RICS 
consisting, in the first instance, of the Chair- 
man and one other member of the Cost 
Research Committee of each institution. 

Gift to South African Architects: 
Arrangements have been made, with the 
Council’s approval, for a work on an archi- 
tectural subject to be painted by Mr. John 
Piper to be presented by the President to the 
Institute of South African Architects in 
commemoration of the opening of their new 
headquarters building during the President's 
tour of South Africa in March, 1959. 

Bronze Medal Award: Formal approval 
was given to the award made by the Leices- 
tershire and Rutland Society of Architects 
for the seven-year period ending December 
31, 1957, in favour of shops and flats, New 
Parks Estate, Leicester, designed by Messrs. 
Symington, Prince and Pike (W. J. Prince 
(F), M. W. Pike (F) and L. C, Candlish (A)). 

Meeting with Civil Engineers: Reference 
was made to the joint meeting with the 
Institution of Civil Engineers to be held at 
the Institution’s headquarters in Great 
George-street, SW1, at 5.30 p.m. on January 
20, at which papers were to be given by 
Mr. E. D. Jefferiss Mathews (F) and Mr. 
Ove Arup, and the hope was expressed that 
members of the Institute would participate, 
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‘Comprehensive 


Redevelopment’ 


A PAPER PRESENTED AT THE RIBA 


E new technique of Comprehensive Re- 

development, evolved as a result of 
bomb damage in the last war, was assessed 
in a paper with that title presented by Mr. 
Percy JOHNSON-MARSHALL, DipArch (Liver- 
pool), ARIBA, AMTPI, at a meeting held 
on December 9 at the Royal Institute of 
British Architects, 66 Portland-place, W1. 
He stated that he was speaking entirely in 
his personal capacity as a member of the 
Institute. In his introduction Mr. Johnson- 
Marshall stressed the fact that comprehen- 
sive replanning of cities had been considered 
an impossibility up to the outbreak of war 
owing to the legal, financial and technical 
difficulties involved, 

Assuming that it was now possible to re- 
plan and rebuild cities properly, the speaker 
discussed a number of fundamental problems 
of Urban Redevelopment. The first was 
that of time, and it was pointed out that 
no large city had hitherto been built or re- 
built at one point in time, as in the case 
of most architectural projects. Rebuilding 
took place over years, sometimes over cen- 
turies. It was important, therefore, to create 
a flexible and dynamic technique of urban 
design. 

The second problem was the quality of 
imagination, the vital spark of vision in the 
conception of the future environment, and 
there was the constant danger that the com- 
plicated legal and administrative processes 
of planning could so easily extinguish this 
quality. 

The third problem concerned theory, as 
to the ideal form of cities, and the difficulty 
of keeping the environment in harmony with 
scientific and technological advances. A 
striking instance of this was the rapid deve- 
lopment of the motor vehicle which now 
threatened the large city either with a chaos 
of congestion or wholesale destruction. It 
was considered that the whole scale of think- 
ing on this problem had been inadequate; 
thinking in terms of the total design of 
communications not as isolated elements but 
as integral parts of the city plan and as 
constituent elements of large building groups, 
and also in terms of financial outlay. 
Nothing short of complete separation of 
motor. vehicles and pedestrians throughout 
the city, either at different levels, or in pro- 
perly designed precincts, should be the aim. 


Components of Planning 


The nature of the various components of 
planning was the next problem. Each type 
of building might change radically in form, 
size and character over the years, and the 
constantly improving space standards for 
social facilities such as open spaces and 
shopping centres caused a_ time/space 
reaction right through the framework of 
urban design. 

Mr. Johnson-Marshall then gave a brief 
historical statement which set out the evolu- 
tion of comprehensive redevelopment from 
the first shock of bombing, and Coventry’s 
pioneer plan for its blitzed centre, via the 
Report of the Expert Committee on Com- 
pensation and Betterment (the Uthwatt 
Report), the County of London Plan, and 
its reconstruction proposals, and the 1944 
and 1947 Town and Country Planning Acts. 


The experience gained on a number of com- 
prehensive development areas was described. 


Conclusions 


A number of conclusions were to be drawn 
from post-war experience of comprehensive 
redevelopment in relation to the rebuilding 
of cities, among which were the following : — 

(a) The technique itself of comprehensive 
redevelopment was sound and, although it 
had a number of defects which were inevit- 
able in such a large scale experiment, these 
could be corrected without too much diffi- 
culty. 

(b) For various reasons the technique 
had not always been applied as originally 
intended. The combination of wartime 
governmental civic and public enthusiasm 
had not been maintained at a sufficiently 
high degree of intensity to face the fact that 
very large areas of our cities were in urgent 
need of comprehensive redevelopment, and 
that a very much larger allocation of 
national financial resources was required if 
this country was not to slip into gradual 
urban decay followed by stagnation. The 
sooner city planning could be regarded as 
capital investment rather than as unremune- 
rative expenditure the better. 

(c) Where the technique of comprehensive 
development had been tried out it had been 
hampered by various procedural and finan- 
cial difficulties. The procedural problems 
had sometimes caused prolonged delays, and 
financial restrictions had caused a great deal 
of frustration. For instance, the reduction 
of Exchequer grant from 90 per cent to 50 
per cent in 1955 had been a major set-back 
to rapid redevelopment, 

(d) Owing to these and other difficulties 
inherent in an operation which might involve 
large-scale change of ownerships and the 
movement of large numbers of people, the 
tempo of the actual redevelopment had not 
always been rapid enough to maintain an 
atmosphere of enthusiasm among those for 
whom the redevelopment was being carried 
out. Too often the housing had gone ahead 
while the open spaces, schools, etc., which 
were planned as part of a comprehensive 
neighbourhood plan had remained derelict. 

(e) All these and other difficulties might, 
however, be said to be growing pains in the 
creation of a new technique. What was 
disturbing was that so few authorities had 
used the technique of comprehensive re- 
development, or had created the new form 
of technical organisation and staff to enable 
them to do so. Many more of our best 
architects should be employed on this work. 

(f) Comprehensive redevelopment was 
based on certain planning standards which 
in turn had been obtained from planning 
research. The excellent research studies 
initiated mainly by the Government during 
the war had not been maintained and, 
although a few of the larger authorities 
endeavoured to carry out a certain amount 
of operational research, much more was 
needed. 

(g) Developers in this country had been 
reluctant to appreciate that comprehensive 
development was a long-term investment in 
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efficiency and that it was in fact very much 
to their own advantage to make it a com- 
bined operation with planning authorities. 
The contrast with Holland was marked, 
particularly in the case of Rotterdam, where 
a number of striking new experiments had 
been tried out as collaborative ventures. 
There was not nearly enough public relations 
in planning. 

(h) If comprehensive redevelopment was 
to go forward to a real combined operations 
of planning/building activity, more study 
was required into new forms of organisation 
of team work, and of education for team 
work between the various disciplines in- 
volved, both at graduate and post-graduate 
level. 


(j) It was considered that the vast over- 
crowding of city centres that occurred today 
was de-civilising and unhealthy, and that 
technological advances would in any case 
render it unnecessary. Ht.was clear that the 
need for great concentrations of commercial 
accommodation in city centres was declining, 
and the demand for offices should follow this 
trend. Industry was becoming more mobile 
and was also tending to concentrate in 
planned estates and compact flatted factories. 
The new future centre should be designed 
to cultural and entertainment purposes as for 
work, 


(k) It was early as yet to draw too many 
and too firm conclusions from comprehen- 
sive development area experience in relation 


to planning standards: Mr. Johnson- 
Marshall’s own tentative views were as 
follows :— 


The general principles set out in the 
County of London Plan were nearly all valid 
and sensible, although much depended on 
the scale and character of the city involved. 
For the central areas of small cities, the 
principles of the Coventry Central Areas 
Plan seemed to be equally sound. 


The daylighting code was an excellent 
form of check and control; at the worst it 
prevented the more stupid architectural forms 
which other controls had produced, and at 
the best it enabled both architect and planner 
to see fair play combined with good design. 

The most sensible plot ratio figure which 
gave a reasonably high volume of floor space 
with reasonable openness was about 3-1, 
but comprehensive development areas should 
enable it to be used more as a check-back 
than as a controlling factor, unless there was 
some over-riding consideration of planning 
strategy in operation. 


Residential Density Standards 


The residential density standards set out in 
the County of London Plan were a sensible 
enough basis for the redevelopment of large 
cities, although a good deal of local variation 
Was necessary, i.e, high density concentra- 
tions in some places, low density in others. 


A great deal depended, however, on the 
comprehensive redevelopment of the facili- 
ties, such as schools, open spaces, etc., at the 
same time as the housing. 


The speaker concluded with a warning that 
the great impetus which planning reeeived as 
a result of the war was in danger of being 
lost. Financial difficulties on the one hand 
and the lack of good organisation and 
visionary ideas on the other would inevitably 
drag the quality of our urban environment 
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down to a third rate level unless the impetus 
was regained. 


Recommendations 

It was thought that the Institute might 
recommend that the following action should 
be taken: — 

1. As the technique of rebuilding cities by 
means of comprehensive redevelopment with- 
in the framework of programmed develop- 
ment plans (which were themselves part of 
overall regional plans) had been shown to be 
an essential element in improvement of the 
environment, many comprehensive develop- 
ment areas should be created in the areas of 
highest priority. 

2. A review should be made, at the highest 
level, of the Barlow, Uthwatt, and Scott 
reports, and the succeeding legislation, partly 
to ensure that national policy in regard to 
planning was completely overhauled, and 
partly to see that financial difficulties did not 
stultify vital planning proposals, particularly 


in regard to comprehensive redevelopment. 

3. Although a few cities had created tech- 
nical and administrative organisations to 
meet post-war needs, many had not. The 
RIBA should offer its services to assist local 
authorities to set up the best form of plan- 
ning and architectural organisation. It should 
also discuss with the other related disciplines 
how the various experts could best contribute 
to the improvement of the environment. 

4. Far more planning research was required 
into basic standards than was being done at 
present. A national organisation similar to, 
but larger than, the former MOTCP planning 
technique office was required. 

5. The advances in the field of urban plan- 
ning and building had shown that a new 
inter-disciplinary educational organisation 
was urgently required. It was suggested that 
a new University Faculty, which could in- 
clude the majority of disciplines directly 
concerned with this field, should be created 
as a pilot project, 


INSTITUTE OF BUILDERS

TO PRE-PLAN NEW BUILDING WORK WITH CONFIDENCE CONSULT 
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ARCHITECTS’ REGISTRATION COUNCIL 


Discussion in IAAS Examinations 


hypo 107th ordinary meeting of the Archi- 
tects Registration Council of the United 
Kingdom was held on December 10 at 66 
Portland-place. Mr. Howarp V. Loss was 
in the chair. 

It was reported that the Board had con- 
sidered an application for the recognition 
of the Final and Special Final Examinations 
of the Incorporated Association of Archi- 
tects and Surveyors, but had been unable 
to recommend that the application be 
approved. 

Mr. A. P. LAMBERT, a member of the 
Council, stated that he considered this 
decision to be wholly unjustified. The IAAS 
had applied repeatedly for recognition of 
examinations as qualifying for registration 
under the Architects Registration Acts, 
1931/38 and to date had always been 
refused. This time the Association had 
devoted considerable time to their syllabus 
and had now evolved papers which they con- 
sidered equal to any others. 

‘I inspected, these papers myself,’ said MR. 
LAMBERT, ‘and found them far superior to 
those submitted by the Canterbury College 
of Art School of Architecture. He went 
on to suggest that an independent, impartial 
panel be formed to go into the question of 
selection between the papers of the IAAS 
and the Canterbury school. 

Me, D. H. Beatry-PowNaLl, chairman of 
the Board of Architectural Education, said 
in reply that there was no question at all 
of bias. The final result had been arrived 
at after careful examination and was the 
Board’s honest opinion in the matter, 

Mr. Lambert put forward an amendment 
that the matter be referred back to the Board 
for further consideration. This was seconded 
by Mr. E. W. Chapman. 

Mr, VINCENT Burr rose to say that, in his 
opinion, if any section felt that the Council 
was not behaving impartially, every effort 
should be made to sort things out to every- 
one’s satisfaction, 

Eventually it was decided, after the amend- 
ment had been lost by a show of hands, that 
Section D of the Report should nevertheless 
be referred back to the Board. 

Approval was given for admission to the 
register of 108 applicants, 104 of whom 
qualified by examination under Section 6 
(1) (c) of the Principal Act and the remainder 
under Section 6 (1) (d) of the Principal Act 
and under Regulation 26 (a) (3), architects 
resigned seeking re-admission. The com- 
mittee recommended that of 36 applications 
under Regulation 26 (b), 10 should be 
admitted and 25 rejected. One was with- 
drawn. 

The report of the Board of Architectural 
Education, which was adopted, recommended 
that the Panel of Examiners for the 1959 
Maintenance Scholarships be appointed as 
follows: Chairman, Mr. R. E, Enthoven; 
general knowledge, Mr. F. F. S. Bryson; 
mathematics, Dr. E. S. Martin; essays, Dr. 
G, I. Sinclair; drawing test and design test, 
Mr. Hubert Lidbetter. 

The Board further recommended that, as 
in 1958, an upper income limit of £2,250 
with £300 allowance in respect of each 
dependent, excluding the candidate, be 


adopted in dealing with applications received 
for admission to the 1959 Scholarships 
Examination.

BIRMINGHAM HOSPITAL PROJECTS 


OMPLAINTS about delays in approving 

* plans for hospital development in the 
Birmingham area were made by Mr. VICTOR 
YATES in the Commons on December 8. He 
was inquiring about projects for an out- 
patients’ department at the Selly Oak 
Hospital and additional operating theatre 
facilities at Little Bromwich Hospital. 

The Minister of Health was asked what 
was the cause of the delay by the Birming- 
ham Regional Hospital Board in replying to 
his request more than nine months ago for 
further information about the Selly Oak 
scheme, whether any further request had 
been made, and when it was expected to 
announce the authorisation of the new build- 
ing. 

Mr. RICHARD THOMPSON, Parliamentary 
Secretary, Ministry of Health, replied: It 
has been necessary for the board to consider 
this scheme in relation to other hospital 
facilities in Birmingham, including two other 
major schemes under consideration: during 
this time their headquarters medical staff has 
been severely depleted. The Ministry's 
officers have been in touch with the board 
on several occasions about this scheme. I 
cannot yet say when sketch plans will be 
approved. 

Mr. Yates asked the Minister when the 
recommendations of the University Grants 
Committee, received by him on February 
18, about the proposed new dental hospital 
in Birmingham, were approved; and whether 
all necessary sanctions had been made to 
enable the building of this hospital to be 
commenced without further delay. 

Mr. THOMPSON: The recommendations 
of the University Grants Committee covered 
a wider field, but agreement on the student 
entry on which this hospital should be 
planned was reached last spring, and the 
Minister has recently received revised sketch 
plans, which are being considered as speedily 
as possible. 

Mr. YATES said that his information was 
that the final plans had been approved in 
the spring and that no alterations had been 
proposed. Unless the project was put for- 
ward within the next 12 months this hospital 
could not be built to accommodate cases 
until 1962. 

Mr. THOMPSON said that he could not 
agree with that timetable. Revised sketch 
plans had been received from the board of 
governors on October 13. These were being 
studied by the Ministry's professional 
advisers with a view to assessing the propor- 
tion of the costs which the University Grants 
Committee would be asked to bear. 


New Fulham Plans 


Mr. MICHAEL STEWART asked the Minister 
of Health what proposals he had received 
from the Governors of Charing Cross 
Hospital about the size of the teaching 
hospital which it was proposed to establish 
in Fulham. 

Mr. WALKER-SMITH replying on December

discussed with the board as soon as possible. 


GRANTS FOR LOCAL AUTHORITIES 


9 peregee doubts about the possibility 
of the Government's general grant for 
local authorities not being sufficient to meet 
the demands created on the education 
services by the expansion programme pre 
viously announced by Mr. Geoffrey Lloyd, 
Minister of Education, were voiced in the 
Commons on December 8, when the order 
setting out the grant, the first under the new 
procedure laid down in the Local Govern: 
ment Act, 1958, was discussed by MPs. 
Mr. HENRY Brooke, Minister of Housing 
and Local Government, who moved the 
approval of the order, said that it prescribed 
the totals of general grants to county council 
and borough councils for the next two years, 
at £393m,. and £414m. respectively. This 
was £30m. and £5lm. more in those two 
years than the amount of the specific grants 
which are to be superseded. The sums pro- 
posed would meet 55.5 per cent of the 
estimated expenditure by local authorities in 
1959-60 and 55.6 per cent in 1960-61. 
Estimates sent in by local authorities 
showed that their expenditure on the 
services concerned in the period under con- 
sideration together with information showing 
the developments they were providing were 
£697m. for the first year and £732.5m. for 


the second. Some modifications were made - 


after consultation, but they did not amount 
to much more than one half of one per 
cent. 

Amounts had been added for develop- 
ments which had occurred since the authori- 
ties submitted their estimates, one of those 
being the new basis for compensation for 
compulsory: acquisition of property con- 
tained in-the Town and Country Planning 
Bill. 

Education accounted for 85 per cent of 
the estimated expenditure on all general 
grant services in the two years. The Govern- 
ment had accepted, with slight modification, 
the forecasts of the local education authori- 
ties for the whole of that expenditure which 
was an increase of about £50m. in 1959-60 
and £82m. in 1960-61 over the existing. level. 
It was in capital investment that the Minister 
of Education would call for an expansion of 
the programmes already laid down. In the 
matter of expenditure these would make 
themselves felt by some \increase in loan 
charges in the latter part of the grant period. 
but the amount that had been fixed was fully 
adequate to provide for carrying out the 
plans. 


PLANNING POLICY AND 
PETROL STATIONS 


Me BEVINS, Parliamentary Secretary, 
Ministry of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment, replying in the Commons, on 
December 10, to a debate on the refusal 
of Mr. Brooke to accept the advice of his 
inspector and that of the Frinton Urban 
District Council not to allow a_ petrol 
station to be erected near Frinton on Sea, 
said that the Ministry got a considerable 
number of petrol station appeals and dis- 
missed far more than they allowed. In 1957, 
the last year for which he had figures, 494 
appeals were dismissed and only 78 allowed. 

Mr. RIDSDALE, who raised the matter on 
the motion for the adjournment, said that 
he was in no way satisfied with the Minister’s 
decision in allowing the appeal by the petrol 
company. 
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Mr. Bevins said that it was recognised 
that all planning, especially planning restric- 
tion, tended to act as a brake on enterprise 
of one kind or another, and whatever Mr. 
Ridsdale might think of the Minister’s 
decision in this particular case, they must 
studiously avoid the assumption that it was 
Mr. Brooke’s mission to frustrate develop- 
ment whenever people wished to develop, 
whether it be petrol stations, housing, 
industry or anything else. 

Decisions on. planning appeals, whether 
they were intrinsically right or wrong, were 
bound to be thought to be wrong by some 
people. They were matters on which it was 
impossible to please everyone. The Minister 
was not bound to accept the views or recom- 
mendations of his inspectors. The respon- 
sibility for a decision was that of the 
Minister, not of the inspector. That was a 
heavy responsibility because appeals were 
running at the rate of 8,000 a year, and each 
had to be considered as an individual appeal 
on its merits. 

After explaining the differences between 
the Minister and the inspector, and the 
reasons why Mr. Brooke had made his 
decision, Mr. Bevins said that members 
would agree that the question of specific 
need—that was industrial need or the need 
for a petrol station, or the need for a light 
industry or a heavy industry in a particular 
situation—was not, broadly speaking, a 
planning consideration at all. On the other 
hand there could be cases which from a 
purely planning point of view were marginal 
planning cases. 

Viewed solely from the point of view of 
amenity the case might be so evenly balanced 
that the Minister might feel that because 
there was a glut of petrol stations in an area 
there was a marginal consideration which 
might weigh against allowing a particular 
piece of development. The Minister had 
a close interest in all these planning 
matters, including the masses of appeals 
which came into the Ministry, although he 
had one or two other preoccupations on his 
mind. In the exercise of his statutory func- 
tion the Minister and his cfficials were 
indivisible, and that could not be otherwise. 
It sometimes happened that a Minister of 
Housing and Local Government, or in the 
past of Town and Country Planning, in 
certain circumstances had regard to wider 
considerations of planning than the inspector 
who held the inquiry at the time. That was 
sometimes why there were differences of 
opinion, 


ADVERTISEMENT BAN NEAR 
MOTORWAYS 


HE Minister of Housing and Local 

Government has asked local planning 
authorities to ensure that advertisements 
which are harmful to amenity or dangerous 
to traffic will not be allowed on land adja- 
cent to the new motorways. 

This was stated in the House of Lords on 
December 10 by the Eart oF GosForD, 
Lord in Waiting, who added that the 
Minister had also suggested that the 
authorities might consider seeking his 


approval to extend along the motorways the 
areas of special control in which among 
other restrictions large scale advertising was 
prohibited. 

He said that the Minister of Transport 
was anxious that unnecessary advertisements 
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should not impinge on the motorways, No 
advertising would be permitted on land 
acquired for them, except at the service 
areas, where advertisements would be 
permitted only to the extent necessary for 
the information of motorway users.

SHEFFIELD UNIVERSITY 
Details of New Development Plans 


ES n> temas of the revised development 
plans for the Western Bank, St. 
George’s-square and Endcliffe areas are 
given in the 53rd annual report of the Uni- 
versity of Sheffield, now published. The 
scheme for the Western Bank area, for which 
Messrs. Gollins, Melvin, Ward &- Partners 
are the architects for the general develop- 
ment plan, includes the construction of a 
new central boiler house, work on which 
started in October. 

In the Western Bank area Sutton-street, 
Yardley-lane and a portion of Leavygreave 
have been closed, and a temporary public 
footpath between the south end of Leavy- 
greave and Western Bank has been provided 
until the new Physics-Mathematics building 
is completed. At St. George’s-square all the 
streets within the area bounded by Mappin- 
street, Broad-lane, Newcastle-street and 
Portobello-street have been closed. Demoli- 
tion of all the houses on the Winter-street, 
Sutton-street and St. George’s-square sites 
has been completed, and clearance of build- 
ing sites in Hounsfield-road, Leavygreave 
and Glossop-road will be commenced soon. 

Clearance of sites for new buildings at 
Western Bank has necessitated the removal 
of several departments to other premises. 
Shearwood Nursing Home has been con- 
verted for the departments of Law and Eco- 
nomics, 308 Western Bank for the depart- 
ment of Music, and 302 Western Bank for 
the department of Social and Industrial 
Medicine.

The Chairman was Cot. T. G. GALBRAITH 
and he proposed the Loyal Toast and 
welcomed the Guests. The toast of ‘ The 
LMBA’ was proposed by THe RT. Hon. 
Sir Harry Hy_ton-Foster, QC MP. After 
cheerfully admitting that, in the best tradi- 
tion of public speakers, he knew nothing 
at all about his subject, he went on to reveal 
that he had carried out some erudite 
research into the historical aspect of Master 
Builders. After touching on mythology and 
the now, he hoped, extinct habit of entomb- 
ing a living body in the foundations (said to 
ensure stability but not recommended by the 
Building Research Station) he became more 
serious in tone and mentioned the import- 
ance of the work carried out by the mem- 
bers of the LMBA, both during and since 
the war. Sir Harry Hylton-Foster also retold 
some stories of the House of Commons but 
although both sides of the House were 
represented at the tables there was no note 
of political strife. 

The toast was replied to by Mr. N. S. 
Farrow, MBE, FIOB, the president of the 
LMBA. Mr. Farrow was very pleased to 
have a member of the Government as a 
guest for, as he said, ‘ They are our biggest 
customers.’ He also commented on the many 


objections made whenever a famous 
London building was replaced by a new 
structure. “We must build,’ he said, “in our 
generation, for our generation, and Mr. 
Farrow forecast that the buildings in London 
must become larger and higher. 

The Toast, ‘Our Guests,’ was proposed by 
Mr. L. H. Cotts, MA, Junior Vice-Chair- 
man, Central Area 3, and replied to by THE 
Lorp STONHAM, OBE. As a newly created 
Life Peer, Lord Stonham was able to com- 
pare life in the Lords to that in the Lower 
House which he has recently left. He made 
it quite clear that he prefers his new unpaid 
vocation to the previous, rather more 
remunerative one. During a cheerful speech 
he was able to present a small Christmas 
present in the way of a prophecy that, who- 
ever won the General Election, there would 
be an enormous amount of work for the 
building industry.

REGISTERED HOUSE-BUILDERS 
Federation’s Annual General Meeting 


SOME comments on the outlook for pri- 
vate enterprise house-builders were made by 
Mr. D. G. Howarb, the retiring president, 
at the annual general meeting of the Federa- 
tion of Registered House-Builders, held in 
London on December 9. 

In the course of his remarks Mr. Howard 
said: ‘We must first have more land suit- 
able for private development. The Minis- 
ter’s advice to planning authorities to keep in 
mind the needs of the private developer has 
not been fully implemented in some current 
development plans. This must be corrected, 
and action is necessary by _ individual 
builders and their local associations, as well 
as by planning authorities. 

* The building industry has sufficient capa- 
city to tackle an expanding programme of 
private house-building, but we must ensure 
that the standard of design, layout and 
equipment of new houses and estates is 
worthy of the second half of the twentieth 
century. 

“We must not be content to follow too 
slavishly the patterns which have been used 
in the past, but rather keep abreast of cur- 
rent trends both in the field of design and 
of construction by working closely with the 
architects and by supporting the work of the 
National House-Builders Registration Coun. 
cil so that, as the Minister of Housing has 
suggested, no house-builder can afford to 
stand outside its scheme.’

LONDON BUILDERS’ FOREMEN’S 
ASSOCIATION 


‘ Precision in Construction’ Course 


HE London Builders’ Foremen’s Asso- 

ciation held a course on ‘ Precision in 
Construction’ on October 25, November 1 
and 8, tutored by Mr. Gordon Tomalin, 
MIStructE, FIAS, FRSA. The course was 
held at 47 Bedford-square. 

The first day covered the approach to 
planning in general, including various survey 
methods, instrumental and trigonometrical 
techniques which promote more precise and 
speedy setting-out, draughtsmanship, etc. 
The manner in which such surveys not only 
affect the speed of planning, but every func- 
tion from incept of a project to producing 
reliable records on completion of its exact 
physical location and its ancillary services 
was also explained. The many regulations 
affecting the planner in London today in 
relation to positioning of structures, light 
angles, etc., were studied. 

Members were introduced to triangulation 
procedure with precision methods compared 
with older and rule-of-thumb ones on the 
second day and they were able to observe 
that the more precise methods with some 
practice were quicker especially when com- 
bined with readily adaptable formule and 
mathematical tables. 

On the third Saturday instruction in 
tacheometry was given to the extent that 
would assist members generally in preparing 
surveys and carrying out setting-out work. 
Mr. Tomalin also gave examples of hydro- 
graphical methods such as taking soundings 
for tidal and off-shore works. 

The final meeting consisted of a practical 
exercise in survey principles previously 
covered in theory. Members were divided 
into four groups and each given a setting- 
out problem to solve, which was to terminate 
in establishing a given point with a ranging 
pole in Bedford-square Garden. Emphasis 
was laid by Mr. Tomalin on the need to take 
sufficient time to carry out the ‘ Office’ part 
of the problem before commencing work in 
the field in which use was made of trigono- 
metrical tables. 

The course, which proved highly success- 
ful, was undertaken by the Education Com- 
mittee.

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NEW CONWAY BRIDGE 
‘A Medieval Atmosphere’ 


HE picturesque and historic Conway 

suspension bridge built by Thomas 
Telford in 1826 has been replaced by a new 
steel spandrel braced arched structure, sup- 
ported by four steel arched ribs, at an 
estimated cost of £430,700. 

The new bridge has been constructed under 
the control of the Ministry of Transport 
and Civil Aviation, and was opened on 
December 13 by the Minister of Housing 
and Local Government and Minister for 
Welsh Affairs, the Rt. Hon. Henry Brooke, 
MP. Measuring 310 ft. in length and over 
31 ft. wide the bridge spans the river Con- 
way at a distance of 60 yards from the sus- 
pension bridge. 

This is a new link in the AS5S5 
road between Chester and Bangor which 
provides a 22-ft. carriageway with a 7 ft. 6in. 
footpath on one side and a 2-ft. rubbing curb 
on the other. 

The consulting architect on this project is 
Sir Percy Thomas, PRIBA, MTPI, of 
Cardiff, Mr. C. W. Glover, MICE is con- 
sulting engineer, in succession to the late Mr. 
H. W. FitzSimons, BSc, MICE, who pre- 
pared the design of the bridge. Power 
and telephone lines to be carried across the 
river by the new bridge were manufactured 
by British Insulated Callender’s Cables. 


FALLS FROM ROOFS 
How They Can Be Avoided 


FALLS ARE among the most common 
form of all accidents. In building operations 
alone they are the cause of about 5,000 
of the accidents reported to HM Factory 
Inspectors annually, and they account for at 
at least 100 fatalities every year. 

A new booklet ‘Safety in Building 
Operations—Roofing’ prepared by the 
Ministry of Labour and National Service 
now published offers a great deal of prac- 
tical advice on safety precautions which can 
be taken by all persons engaged in roofing 
work, Illustrated by diagrams, it describes 
methods of preventing falls from the eaves 
or gutters of sloping roofs—a frequent 
source of serious injury—methods of lashing 
and securing ladders, and precautions that 
are essential in the use of scaffolding. 

The booklet draws attention to the need 
for safety organisation in the building 
industry and says, ‘Accidents could be 
avoided if knowledge of those that have 
already occurred is used to foresee what may 
happen again. The circumstances of every 
accident should be used to increase this 
knowledge by the circulation or reports on 
each accident in the firm concerned, in the 
roofing industry, and in the building trade 
generally.’ 





New Accident Report Form 


FOLLOWING discussions with representa- 
tives of industry on the Joint Advisory Com- 
mittee for Safety and Health in the Building 
and Civil Engineering Industries, the form 
which occupiers are required to use for 
reporting accidents or dangerous occurrences 
arising in these industries has been revised, 
and will in future be Form 43B instead of 
Form 43 as hitherto. Though not widely 


different to the present form, from the occu- 
piers point of view, Form 43B has been 
designed to permit of an improved analysis 
of accidents arising in these industries and 
should be brought into use as from January 
1, 1959. 

The new form is obtainable from HMSO 
or through any bookseller, price 2d.

J. D. M. Moore, FRIBA, FRAIA 


THE DEATH is announced of Mr. JoHN 
DRUMMOND MACPHERSON Moore, FRIBA, 
FRAIA, the Australian architect and artist, 
of Messrs, Moore, Walker & Croaker, of 
Sydney. 

Mr. Moore, who was 70 when he died, 
was one of Australia’s most progressive 
painters and a fine draughtsman. He was also 
an architect with a considerable reputation, 
and was a foundation member of the Royal 
Australian Institute of Architects.

FIRM PRICE CONTRACTS 


National President’s ‘ Three Simple 
Rules’ 

Mr. C. P. Howe tts, National president, 
speaking at the annual dinner of the Brighton 
Association of Building Trades ‘Employers, 
on November 28, said: ‘The building pro- 
gramme is expanding again and there is the 
prospect of a much bigger volume of work 
coming forward in the new year, We expect, 
in these circumstances, a higher proportion 
of new contracts to be placed on a firm price 
basis, This will place heavier responsibilities 
on building firms tendering for new work, 
for there can be little or no margin for error. 
But building owners and their architects can 
help contractors to submit firm and econo- 
mic prices by following three simple rules. 
They are:— 

1. Work together as a team so that the 
architect is fully aware of all the factors to 
be taken into account when designing the 
building required. 

2. Ensure that the contractor selected for 
the job is furnished with a complete set of 
drawings well before he is required to start 
work on the site, so that he has time to make 
his own plans and preparations. 

3,. Avoid second thoughts and changes of 
mind on design after work on the site has 
begun. Alterations to work at this stage 
involve extra costs out of all proportion to 
the advantages and benefits envisaged. 
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PAINT MANUFACTURERS’ 
ANNUAL MEETING 


‘Praiseworthy Venture’ of European 
Free Trade Area 


At the fourteenth annual general meet- 
ing of the Society of British Paint Manufac- 
turers, Ltd. held in London on November 11, 
it was announced that Mr. T. S. Dally had 
been appointed president, and Mr. C. A. F. 
Hastilow and Mr. B. J. Nicholson vice- 
presidents for the year 1958/1959. The 
three vacancies on the Council were filled

Last year I mentioned that the 
PMCC had recommended the setting up of 
an Industrial Surface Coatings Advisory 
Council. This has now been established and 
its primary fuction is to provide a body 
where the manufacturers of industrial sur- 
face coatings may confer and collaborate. 
We wish it long and successful life. 

* Many times during the year your Council 
has considered the proposed European Free 
Trade Area and has endeavoured to foresee 
its effect upon our industry. All I can hope 
is that if this praiseworthy venture eventually 
commences to operate, we may have at least 
a fair share of the new business which, we 
hope, will be available. 


‘I am quite sure you have followed, with 
interest, the reports of the cases that have 
come before the Restrictive Practices Court. 
You will know that we have registered the 
recommendations which are made in the 
Building Paints Code Book. We do not yet 
know when, or whether, we may be called 
upon to defend these recommendations, 
believing, as we do, that they are not con- 
trary to public interest.’

If the Ministry agree, 
the council intend to meet the cost of the 
scheme from their housing revenue. 


Slates for Council Houses 


Colwyn Rural Council (Radnorshire) is 
prepared to assist the North Wales slate 
industry by using slates for roofing council 
houses although it was stated that it would 
cost between £40 and £50 more per house. 
One member however declared that over a 
period it would pay the council because 
slates would last longer and be more effec- 
tive than tiles.

Building Society Interest Rates 


At its meeting on December 12, the 
Council of the Building Societies Associa- 
tion reviewed its recommendations to 
members on the rates of interest paid to 
investors and charged to borrowers. It 
wishes to re-emphasise that the rate charged 
to borrowers is almost entirely governed by 
the rate which must be paid to investors in 
order to attract and retain the funds needed 
for new and existing mortgages. In turn, 
the rates paid to investors are largely 
governed by the terms offered by such com- 
petitors for the savings and investments of 
the public as the National Savings Commit- 
tee, local authorities and finance corpora- 
tions.

Countering Nationalisation 


RETIRING president of the English Joinery 
Manufacturers Association Incorporated 
Mr. WALTER Hip, stated at the annual meet 
ing of the Association held on November 27 
at the May Fair Hotel, W1, that they now 
had.a Research Advisory Committee work 
ing in conjunction with the Timber Develop- 
ment Association. ‘One of the subjects 
under discussion with the TDA,’ he said, 
‘is the use of timber curtain walling fo 
housing. The progress here has not been as 
fast as I would have liked, but I hope some- 
thing tangible will emerge soon.’ 

Referring to the announcement on 
Nationalisation made by the FBI and othe 
organisations, Mr. Hide said he hoped 
members knew of ‘some of the steps being 
taken to fight the threats of Nationalisation. 
The EJMA as an association of free and 
independent firms will naturally add _ its 
weight to that of the anti-nationalisation 
campaign, and the Council will be dealing 
with this, but you will all, I hope, lose no 
chance of adding your own individual con- 
tributions to this campaign,” he added. 

On the future, he said, * This is certainly 
brighter than when I spoke to you last year. 
and with the reliefs of the last months now 
beginning to take effect, we should all be 
reasonably busy by the spring. One en- 
couraging fact is that in September, the last 
month for which figures are available, the 
number of completed houses was more than 
in September, 1957, and this is the first 
month this year in which this has occurred.” 

Mr. W. R. Price was elected president of 
the Association for the ensuing year. Mr. 
J. Whitaker, JP, was re-elected and Mr. T. J. 
Moresson elected vice-president and Mr. 
I. A. Rutherford was re-elected honorary 
treasurer. After the meeting Lt. Col. Henry 
N. Newsum, on behalf of the members. 
presented a gift to Mr. Harvey Greenham, 
the retiring Director, and a bouquet to his 
wife. 


UNAUTHORISED BUILDING 
Council’s Threat of Prosecutions 


PROSECUTING F. Hill and Co. (Hauliers) 
Ltd., of Boulton-road, Old Hill, for failing 
to notify the council of the erection of a 
building, Mr. C. G. Cookson, Deputy Town 
Clerk, told Rowley Regis magistrates on 
December 3: * The council proposed to deal 
similarly with other people who choose to 
erect buildings without adopting the proper 
procedure. If necessary, builders who carry 
out the work may find themselves in the 
same position.’ 

Mr. Cookson, who said it was the first 
case the council had brought under its build- 
ing by-laws in the last 11 years, said that 
the firm had been unco-operative. 

A spokesman for the company said he did 
not think it was necessary to submit plans 
until an inspector pointed it out to him. The 
firm were fined £4, with £4 4s. costs.

Mr. M. J. H. Girina, town clerk of Tun- 
bridge Wells, told the council! that builders 
who started to erect houses without permis- 
sion were running a grave risk. In the dis- 
cussion that followed, a member recalled that 
on one occasion a builder who erected a 
house two inches over the building line was 
ordered to demolish the house.

From Our Own Correspondents 


AFRICA. — From Northern Rhodesia, 
Barclays Bank DCO reports that the value 
of building plans passed during September 
in Lusaka totalled £222,495, in Ndola 
£194,775, im Kitwe £187,150 and £114,505 
in Mufulira. These figures included 
£142,457 for a new police camp at Kansenji 
(Ndola) and £128,000 for an African housing 
project at Kitwe. . . . Several schemes for 
hotels, offices and blocks of flats are to be 
commenced in the next few months in 
Tripolitania, . . . From Nigeria, the Bank 
reports that the Federal Government has 
instructed the Lagos Development Executive 
Board to proceed with a £345,000 scheme 
to reclaim part of Victoria Island in order 
to provide sites for the new Parliament build- 
ings and a luxury hotel. A new 54(-ft. 
bridge will be built at a cost of about 
£300,000 to link the area with Lagos. 


BELGIUM.—With the exception of the 
third (outer) Brussels ring, the second (outer) 
Antwerp ring and the Antwerp-Dutch 
frontier (for Bergen-op-Zoom) motorway, the 
Belgian Government’s projects on the con- 
struction of motorways were publishéd in 
the Moniteur Belge recently. The combined 
projects cover the construction of some 935 
kilometres of motorways which it is hoped 
to complete at an approximate annual rate 
of 30 kilometres. When completed, 
Belgium’s network of motorways will cover 
a total distance of 1,100 kilometres. The first 
stretch of the Brussels-Namur motorway 
covering 15 kilometres between Brussels and 
Overijssche is expected to be completed by 
early 1960. . . It was announced at the end 
of September that an initial credit of 
Frs.50m. would be included in the 1959 
budgets to enable work to begin early next 
year on the construction of a maritime lock 
with an access canal to enable ships of 
45,000 tons to reach the new port installa- 
tions from the Scheldt. 


BRITISH EAST AFRICA.—Construc- 
tion of a 44mile branch railway line 
from Tanganyika Central Line to Mikumi 
was recently approved by the Central 
Legislative Assembly in Nairobi. The 
line will cost £800,000 and its construction 
will have to be approved by the 
Tanganyika Legislative Council which 
will be asked to guarantee losses up to a 
reasonable amount. It is important to 
note that this branch is on_ the 
alignment of what is hoped one day will be 
a line extending to Mbeya and finally to 
North Rhodesia, . . Farmers near Songhor 
are to discuss a proposal to set up a sugar 
factory at Muhoroni. It is understood that 
negotiations are proceeding for the Uganda 
Sugar Factory Limited of Lugazi to pur- 
chase about 9,000 acres of land on Muhoroni 
Sisal Estate Limited... It was reported 
recently that the Kenya Legislative Council’s 
scheme for a £4m. bitumenised roads pro- 
gramme in Kenya has been accepted by the 
British East Africa Government. After 1962 
it is hoped that the programme will be 
exceeded by a further £3m. The work will 
be carried out at the rate of approximately 
£1m. . year and payment to the contractors 


concerned should start about four years 
after the beginning of the contract. No 
final decision has been taken on the roads 
to be bitumenised but the work will cover 
the Nairobi/Nyeri road, the Mau Summit 
to Eldoret stretch and the Kericho/Kisumu 
road. 


INDIA.—An agreement under which the 
Rumanian Government will give technical 
and financial assistance for the establish- 
ment of a 750,000 tons oil refinery in Assam 
was signed in Bucharest by Indian and 
Rumanian oil officials. This refinery is one 
of two which the Government of India pro- 
poses to establish to process oil produced in 
the new oil field in Upper Assam. On his 
return to India following the signing of the 
Agreement the Minister for Mines and Oil, 
Mr. K. D. Malaviya told correspondents 
interviewing him that he had received 
encouraging offers from several countries for 
the establishment of the second refinery at 
Barauni in North Bihar. 


IRAQ.—The Development Board have 
authorised the Ministry of Communications 
and Works to spend £580,370 on completing 
the Nasiriyah-Sug al Shuyukh road and 
approved the award of the tender to the 
contractor who submitted the lowest quota- 
tion, £527,610, on condition that the work 
was completed within 18 months. 


SINGAPORE AND THE BRITISH 
BORNEO TERRITORIES.—At the present 
time responsibility for the planning and 
improvement of the City of Singapore, in- 
cluding the provision of public housing 
and development, lies with the Singapore 
Improvement Trust. In accordance with the 
White Paper on Local Government it is now 
proposed to introduce legislation which will 
provide for the setting up of a Housing and 
Development Board with powers to take 
over the present housing and development 
functions of the Trust and for the transfer 
of the planning and improvement functions

SYRIA.—The Syrian Ten-Year Plan for 
development was approved by the Govern- 
ment. It provides for the expenditure of 
£Syr.2,186m. on irrigation and power 
schemes, communications networks, the oil 
refinery at Homs, tourism and the Industrial 
Bank. More than half of the estimated cost 
of the plan will be devoted to the Euphrates 
Valley Scheme and to the construction of 
railways. Other major schemes provided 
for are the Khabour valley irrigation project 
and the Ghab Drainage Scheme. £Syr.50m. 
are allocated to the construction of an inter- 
national airport near Damascus, . . Several 
development contracts were awarded or put 
out to tender during the past quarter. The 
contract for the Rastan Barrage over the 
river Orontes was awarded to the Bulgarian 
firm Techno-Impex, Work is to be com- 
pleted in 28 months. The hydro-electric 
equipment at Rastan is to be supplied and 
installed by the USSR. . . The Italian firm, 
Technit, has completed its technical study 
of the proposed motor road from Raqqa to 
Kameshli. The cost of the road is estimated 
at £Syr.30m. Soviet engineers have made 
preliminary studies for five road-bridges at 
Raqqga, Deir es Zor and the Khabour 
valley... It is reported that a Joint Com- 
mission representing the Iraqi and Syrian 
Development Boards is to examine 
proposals for a Baghdad to Damascus road 
and railway. . . In the negotiations between 
the United Arab Republic and West 
Germany for long-term credits, one of the 
projects mentioned was the construction of 
a new port in Syria. The site is said to be 
Tartous and technical studies of the project 
are reported to have been started. 


Rural Housing in Dominican 
Republic 

Tue Dominican Republic Department of 
Public Works is providing free plans and 
building instructions for low cost dwellings 
which may be self-built by workers in rural 
areas, Over 44,000 plans have been dis- 
tributed for six different types of dwelling of 
palm or pine timber, roofed with cane or gal- 
vanised sheet. The plans relate to houses to 
accommodate from two to six people. 

The smallest dwelling has a living area of 
260 sq. ft. with bedroom, sitting room and 
separate kitchen and sanitation. The larger, 
with an area of up to 580 sq. ft., have extra 
bedrooms, a bathroom, a rear terrace and 
a front balcony. 

This self-building campaign is in addition 
to the government scheme for concrete and 
asbestos-cement dwellings which become the 
property of the occupant after rent has been 
paid over a period of 10 years. 


Southern Rhodesia Housing Needs 4 

Mr. ABRAHAM E. ABRAHAMSON, Southern 
Rhodesia Minister of Labour, Social Welfare 
and Housing, who is in Britain to negotiate 
financial help for housing schemes for 
Africans in Southern Rhodesia, said in 
London recently that it had been estimated 
the immediate need in the next four years 
was for 16,000 houses, needing a capital of 
£6m. 
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£7m. Pollokshaws Scheme Approved 

HE redevelopment scheme for the 

Pollokshaws district of Glasgow has 
been approved by the Secretary of State for 
Scotland, Mr. John Maclay, and Glasgow 
Corporation are to begin acquiring property 
and land in the area. The total cost is 
estimated at £7m. 

This is the second scheme of comprehen- 
sive development by the Corporation, the 
first being the Gorbals-Hutchesontown 
scheme, now under way. In all some 15 
more developments of this type are likely. 

The Pollokshaws plan entails the clear- 
ance of about 1,600 houses over an area of 
91.5 acres in the next ten years. A feature 
which distinguishes this plan from the for- 
mer Gorbals one is that none of the present 
population of Pollokshaws will be dis- 
placec:. ind it is in fact envisaged that by 
the inclusion of blocks of flats, 17 or 18 
storeys high, the population will be almost 
1,000 more in the area than at present. 
Schools Expansion Appeal 

A PUBLIC appeal has been launched by the 
School Council of the famous girls’ schools 
of St. Leonards and St. Katharines for a sum 
of £150,000, This sum is required to bring 
the schools up to modern standards. 

The money is to be spent on the expansion 
of teaching facilities, with particular 
emphasis on new _ science laboratories, 
equipment and classrooms, a new building 
for art, handicraft and domestic science; a 
new gymnasium, extension to the school 
hall; modernisation of boarding house and 
improvements to the swimming pool. 


Fife Hospital Extension 

AN EXTENSION of about 224 beds is to be 
built at Victoria Hospital, Kirkcaldy, Fife, 
at a cost of £600,000 subject to the site being 
found stable when trial bores are taken. 

This will follow the development now 
under construction at the hospital which in- 
cludes the provision of a 120-bed block, 
nurses’ home, theatres, kitchens and boiler- 
house, the cost of which will ve about 
£700,000. 

When the scheme is completed the Victoria 
will be an up-to-date hospital of 450 beds 
and a new out-patient department with full 
consultative and casualty facilities. Work on 
preliminary plans is in hand and building of 
the extension will begin early in 1961.

BUILDING MATERIALS 


Continued Rise in Prices of 
Basic Materials 


HE basic materials index showed a 
further increase of 1.1 per cent in 
November. The increase was spread over 
a wide range of materials including copper, 
which rose a further 2.8 per cent, and cer- 
tain oil seeds, hides and skins and raw 
rubber. 

The indices for materials and fuel used in 
the mechanical engineering and electrical 
machinery industries rose by 0.5 per cent, 
mainly due to further increases in the prices 
of non-ferrous metals. 

The November index for all building and 
civil engineering materials at 114.1* is 0.2 
above that for October and compares with 
115.3 for November, 1957. The house build- 
ing materials index for November, at 111.6*, 
is 0.2 above October's figure and 1.8 above 
the figure for November, 1957.
